anpexed acoount 1o the Missouri Democral: —

Thivking that it may interest your readers to
hear something from the scene of the last Indian
outbreak, Isend you the following:—

Swaull pands ot Cheyennes appeated on Plum
creck, on the hine of Ulende aud Mitchell coun-
ties, on the 12th instant, and at once commenced
to steal horses, clothing, ete,, and to kill the
eitizens that did not succeed in escaping. The
report spread like fire; but before the cilizeus
could gather togutharin force the Indians had
swept down towsrds Ash coreck, where some
people bad assembled aond oflered reslstance,
und escaped,

Moving still further down to Fisher's creek,
the Indians drove all the setilers away irom
there, tiill within four miles east ot Pope
creek, when prohably hearing that parties
irom Solomon sud Adeline City were coming in
pursait, they retraced thelr eteps, and at last
accounts they were going towurds the seltie-
meuts on the Republicun,  The result of this
raid mn{ be summed up ae follows:—=Ten
persons kilied, eight or ten wounded, one of
whom 1% a lady, who 13 pot expected to live;
two or three hundred head of horses stolen; ant
all the settlers in the Lest part ol the Solomon
valley driven 1rom their homes, Two cluldren
thar were tukem by the Indians on Piam creek
were brought io to-day by a parly of citizeus,

der commandivg, from Fort Riuey, and Com-
pany K, 7th Cavalry, BDrevet Colonel West com:-
manding, arrived at Ash cregk on the 17th, too

Murder of Comstock the Gulde,

The Lawrence (Kansas) Tribune of the 2ith
inst, reiates thefollowing: —

Mr. Fisher, a resident of Hays clty, who ar-
rived here yosterday, pave us some purticulars
coucermug the death of Comstock, the noted
guide and interpreter, who was killed on Sunday
mght last, by Indiavs, west of Hays city. He
and a8 companton came foto Hays on Friday,
and stayea votil Saturdoy, when they went to
the camp of Bluck Kettie, s« Coeyenne chiel, who
was camped on @ strenm abont thirty miles
from Hase, PBoon after dark on Sunday
evening scouls came into  Black Kettle's
camp, and egave wlormation of the massacres
on the Bulomon aund Kepublican. Comstock
aud his companion were ordercd, immediately
alier the n‘corpt of the intelligence, 1o leave the
camp, which order was obeyed withount delay,
Four warriors aud three boys sccompanied
them, and, after gettivg some distance from
camp, ordered them to halt, ralsing their cuns
at the same lostant and firing on them, Com-
stock fell dend—shot through the heart—aud his
compunion fell to toe ground wounded, but had
the presence of mind not to move, The Indians
rode up and looked at them, and supposing both
were dead, rode away. As soon us they were
gone the wounded man started for the railroad
track, some twenty-five miles distan!, and suc-
ceeded in reaching it, and, getting aboard the
first train that passed, come into Hays, where
he is at present,

DISASTER.

Explosion of a Locomotiveat Harrlaburg.

The IHurrisburg Slate Guard of yesterday
anys:—

About 12 o'clock yesterday an alarm of fire
was sounded, and the compavies with their
ururl vigilance woere prompily on hand, bat
before they reached the scene ot disaster the
fire had been suppressed, and their services
were not ealied into requisition, I seems that
engine No, 90 of the Pennsylvauia Railroad
Company bad been brought out of the rounl
1 ouse preparastory to bemmg attached to n
frelgbt {ruip, snd Jeft stapding on the track
while the engineer and fireman went to ther
dinner. From some upnuaccountable cauvse,
during their absence, an explosion took
place in the combustion chamber of the
eugine. the report al the time sounding
ke the discharge of & eapuon. Tue
evgine was completely rever:ed by the explo-
8100, torning, a8 it were, & complete gummer-
sault, and hy this means sustalning its principal
injuries, Fragments of iron sud einders were
hurled a considerable alstacee, and tire commu-
pvleated to the siable in the 1ear of Mr. Robert
Elliott’s hotel, corper of Pennsylvauia and Bro4d
streets, the round house bell immediately
sounding the alarm, The residents in the
viciuity went prompily to work, and before the
firemen reached the loeality the flames had been
quenched. Tue loss of Mr, Eiliott is small. The
locomotive is pretty budly injured, the gronud
torn up to a greav extent, and tire, ashes, iron,
and sard scattered to a considerable distance.
The nost singular part is that one of the red
lam ps belonging to the locomotive was thrown
by the exolosion a distauce of one hundred
yirds without brenking it. A colored man
named Jobhu Ford, hvioeg on Riley street, near
Canp Curtin, while eatipg his dinper m the
yurd of 1he car shops, was struck by a piece of
fulling hon, aud received a revere wound on his
hend, The engineer aud fireman, ot the time,
were but a gbhort distanee from the engine when
the nccident oceurred,

it scems almost miraculous that the accident
was less disastrous in its .results, and that no
one was seriously ipjured. An investigation
will doubtless be held to trace the cause ol this
sivgular explosion, and the circumstances at-
tending the sume, The locality where 1% o0k
place is usually thronged with persouns at thiat
time of day, und how they escaped is certainly
tuuaccountable,

Itz Prospecin for the Presemt Sensom.
A writer to the Charleston (S, C.)_Mercury, of

Friday lnst, remarks: —

“The diversity of opinion which preyalils con-
cernivg the origlhn and habits of the cotton
worm ivduces this notice. in the hape that con-
currenece of opimion may lead to concert of
ueiion in our warfare against this pest.

*About the year 1780, the sea {sland or black
seed cotton was introduced by some of the
wenlthier planters of Caroling, but lor fltecn
syears stroggled titfully for existence.  The dufli-
culty of separating the lint from the seed, the
scantiness of the yield from uumethodical enl-
ture, and \he want of & murket, trowned down
the nitention of the needy plauter, and it was
pot until 1800 thal we find the indizo vat rotting
in the hollow, while ite ennqueror, the cotton
gin, hummed its requiescal in pace from the hill,
But this king of cottons soon discovers anengmy
in big comp, insidious, toilling, multiplying, de-
5trns|nr. A eweellsh, sickly odor comes walted
from his newly won realms; the pegro driver
scents it a8 bhe takes the hauds to their morsing
work, and scratches his head; the overseer
snufls it fn has early rounds, aud peers uneasily
among the plants; the planter inbhsles it trom
afar, and grows pale—*By ull thatis abomineble,
the caterpillar !’ And so it is; and the luxuri-
ant loliaﬁn. cut up and croshed m & myriad
mills, i yielding this fragrance with its life,

“During the last two years we bhave been sur-
priged to hear, and from persons of intethgence,
remarks as follows:—*Lhe caterpillar comes only
every twenty-one years,” or ‘every eeven years,’
Or "Never two sucerssive years,! Biatistical in-
formution of the worm pins falseheod to the
puck of most ot these would-be doamus, while
its nulural htstory is at variance with the othiers,

“This moth, or as it ia styicd by naturalisrs,
‘Woctun Xyling,' bursts from its cury=alls state,
a5 a4 small arrow-head shaped noth, of a dingy
cream color, with a black epot (shaded off) on
each wing, of short dartivg fight, averse to day-
light, laying inuumerable esgs, the larvie of
which is 1be caterpillar of the first brood, A
short life, & cocoon, u moth, it8 egrs, and the
second brood. multiplied jvnumerably iz pre-

ared for 1the work ot destruction, A tiird

rood Inllows, and so at lotervals of three weeks,
uutil absence ot food, or advent of cold weather,
gcals them up for fotore damage. The last
cocoon pups, or trinket, as it is commonly
ralled, is usnally suspended to the cotton stalk,
the gum bushes, or to any low ghrub in the
uulghhnrhr:od of cottou belds,

“Tue burnipg of firesin tne fields; the fumes
of sulphur; the encourngement of birds aud
of large flocks of furkeye, by the scattering of
corn and nieal among the cotton plants; the
cutting down and trumpling of those stalks

which indicated their presence, and the picking
ctushine, and burning ol the worms, R.wu mi
been practised with bat hmited success,
true attack should be upon the mo h in s
chrysalis state. Priar to the war this was done
by planters, unawares, 1t may have been, o
themseives,

“Planting Bea Is<land entton with the results
of the past two years, and possibly the pre:eut
year (althongh we hope for better results), in-
volves the loss of hope, mouey, snd credit. We
must abandon it or find a rewedy for the in-
roads of the cotton moth,

“We find that, no matter whence its origin, it
is now established us a vative, and 18 an nonaal
scourge, We find warfare sgainst the caterpillar
but partially successful, Let us attack, then,
the chrysalis, Let those who=e means survive
puast los-es first of all incresse their stock of
cattle, and rigidly prohiolt within thelr terri
torial lmits this wholesale destroction of birds,

“Have a rotation of erops, or plant alternate
years, Plunt eparinely, hmitiog the quannty to
an extent that will permit the Yoree’ employed
to practice all the kpown means of destroying
the caterpillurs, and also after harvest of search-
ing out and destroying the cocoons, Manure
heavily, Plant early, and by constaut hocing
force the maturity ol the crop, Concert of
action is necessnry. Withont this the negleet of
a few becomes the rain ol A community,

doal, officer and soldier, in common with all
citizens, to ¢bey 1he summons; a marshal wod
sheriff must be hiell subordinate to their para-
mount military body, henes the troops can act
only i thelr proper organized capaeity, under
their own officers, and in ovbedience to the im-
mediate oraers of those officers,

The oflicer commanding troops summoned to
the nid of a murshal or gheriff must alio judee
for himeelt, and npon his own official respousi-
bility, whether the sgesvice required of him is
lawful and necessary, and compatible with the
proper discharse of his ordinary military
duties, and must limit his actlon absolately to
proper a'd in execution of the lawiul precept
exhbivited to him by the Marshal or Sherdf, 1t
time will permit, every demand from a civil
officer for military aid, whether it be for the
execution of civil process or Lo suppress insur-
rection, should be forwarded to the President
with all the material facts in the enss, for his
orders, and m all cases the highesl
communder whose orders can be given
in time to meet ihe emergency will alone
assume the responsibility of action by a timely
disposition of troops where there Is reason to
npprehend a necessity for their use, and by their
pussive interposition between hostile purties the
danger of eollision may be averted. Department
commsnders, and In cases of necessity their
subordinates, are expected in this regard to
exercise. upon their own respoustbility, a wi-e
dizeretion, to the end that fu any eveut the
peace may be preserved,

Chnarles Lorimg Elllott,

American Art has sustained a severe loss in
the death of Charles Loring Liligit, the dis-
tinguizhed portrait papter, who died lust even-
irg st Albany, from ab<cess on the brain, Mr,
Ellictt was born in Scipio, N. X., in 1512, His
futber, an architect by prolession, removed to
Eyracuge in the chddhood of hws son, and
Inced him in the store of o couptry merchaot,
'bhe occupation was altogether distasteful to
young Elllott, who devoted all his lejsure time
ty e favorite pursuits of drawing and palnt-
ing, with the expeanon of one day becoming
o paipter. His father, seeing that he was uns-
fitted tor & mercunile lile, allowed bim lo stud
drawing and aicbitectore, though chiefly wit
the view ol niakine a practical srehitect of him.
Elijotl, coon firing ot this occupa'ion, went to
New York and became a pupii of Trumball, and
subsequently of Quidor, u painter of fancy pleces,
with whom he rensuned loug esough to acquira
a knowledge of the techniealities of his art, His
chlel employmeut for some time was copying
printa in oils, and be afierward attempted por-
traile, teough with no greab suceess. Some of
his youtbtul produoctions, however, evinced tal-
ent, and some o1l paintings by him representing
sceres from Irving's avd Punlding’s works, at
trazted conslderable attention. After ubout a
year's residence in New York he returned tothe
wektern part ol the Btate, where he practiced
his profession, more parcticalarly portrait paiot-
ing, lor about ten years, Heturning to New
York at the end of that period, he established
bimeell tuere as & portigt patnter, snd hadsinea
been a resident of that city or its immediate
neighborbood, His works consist almost ex-
clugively of portraits, many of which are of
en ipent American citizens, wud are remarkable
for the ddelity o) the hkeness and thelr vigorons
colorine.  Smee 1846 Mr. Ellolt has been a
member of the Nattonal Academy of Design.
